and medical, 
which is headed by the physicians 
of the community, shelter, food, 
J clothing, transportation communi- 
registration, 
information 
and fund raising.

The two churches merged 
in 1934, on a basis of “m utual con- i 
fidence,” and the m erging of their 
work is proceeding very* rapidly.

Two Arlington Men 
Injured When Car

Sydney Allen, Jr., 24, and How­

Board Denies 
Permit for Large 
Filling Station 


Large Gas Tanks 
Believed A Hazard 
To Community. 


W ith but one dissenting vote, the 
Arlington village board denied a 
building perm it for a new large 
capacity* g as station at a special 
m eeting held Monday night. 
A 
perm it for the station was applied 
for by Mr. M essinger, of Chicago, 
who proposes to construct a filling 
station with storage tanks of 12,- 
000 gallons capacity. His intention 
was to sell gas a t “below standard 
prices” and to run on a 24-hour 
basis. 
The station w*as to be built on 
the W atson property west of the 
Old Folks Home on the N orthw est 
highway. 
A resolution passed by the board 
of the Old Folks Home, appeared 
to carry weight with the board. It 
called for definite refusal of the 
perm it on the grounds th a t the 
proxim ity of the station made it 
hazardous and annoying to the in­ 
m ates. Proprietors of other filling 
stations in A rlington H eights were 
on hand for the third week to voice 
their protest to M essinger’s plan. 
Denial of a permit was no easy* 
task for the village board to do a l­ 
though they showed th a t they were 
more than willing to cooperate with 
a delegation of citizens, gas s ta ­ 
tion owners w ho sought to preserve 
“fair com petition practices” in A r­ 
lington Heights. Denial could not 
easily' be given for the reason th at 
the proposed building did not vio­ 
late any existing state or village 
ordinance in respect to the con­ 
struction, situation and size of sto r­ 
age tanks, or nearness to an insti­ 
tution. A perm it had been issued 
by the state fire m arshal. 
M andam us proceedings will be 
started im mediately to compel the 
village to issue a perm it, it is re­ 
ported as the intention of Messing- 
er and his attorney*. B ut field.

such a thing is done, and if the 
village loses in court, Arlington 
H eights will be forced to pay* court 
costs and its own attorney fees, and 
possible dam ages, said II.

Instruction. 
Just what their mo­ 
tives were, few o f the members 
knew. 
Another group attempted 
to strike out the appropriation for 
the State Planning commission be­ 
cause of an alleged insult to Fort 
Massac State Park in a federal 
leport circulated by the Planning 
commission. Another group want­ 
ed to destroy the Legislative coun­ 
cil. Heated words were exchanged 
in all of these controversies but 
there were enough members pres­ 
ent to override the objectors. 
In the Efficiency and Economy 
com m ittee on Tuesday night, I had 
the pleasure of making the motion 
to kill and Landscape Architect Li­ 
censing Bill, which 
would 
have 
forced every worker iii every grade 
o f landscaping work to take written 
exam inations in Horticulture and 
pay license fees in addition. The 
bill, if passed, would have forced 
every grass cutter in cem eteries,

The general feeling of the com m it­ 
tee was that school boards when 
elected and school superintendents 
w'hen appointed should be allowed 
to manage the schools.

House Rill No. 599, a school fi­ 
nance bill, was for the second time 
reported out of the Senate Appro­ 
priations com m ittee with favorable 
recommeudat ions. 
Favor Education Bill 
The House Education com m ittee 
reported, 
with 
recommendations, 
for passage, a bill desired by the 
school boards which would merge 
the building and educational lunds 
with certain lim itations as to the 
amount of the educational fund 
which could be used for school im­ 
provements. 
The House Civil Service com mit­ 
tee refused to recommend a bill 
which would place the managing 
heads of all state institutions un­ 
der tho Departm ent of Public W el­ 
fare, twenty-nine, institutions in 
all. under Civil Service. Objections 
were raised by many supporters 
of Civil Service to the proposal of 
placing adm inistrative officials un­ 
der the Act.
